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By now the news is around 
throughout the science fiction 
world that the llth World Sci- 
ence Fiction Convention is to 
be honored by Willy Ley's pre- 
sence over Labor Day weekend as 
Guest of Honor. There are very 
few fans who are not acquainted 
with Willy's work in the fields 
of science fiction (and non- 
fiction), not only through the 
many leading S-F magazines in 
which he has published, but al- 
so through recent feature arti- 
cles in COLLIER'S, and in hard 
cover books, Indeed, many fans 
have met him in person at con- 
ferences and conventions. We 
would like to take this oppor- 
tunity to present a few details 


in the fascinating career of 
the coming Convention's Guest 
of Honor. 


Willy Ley was born in Berlin, 
about 1906. His early studies 
in zoology and paleontology 
were begun in the Universities 
of Berlin and Koenigsberg in 
the 1920's, and his literary 
career began with a letter of 
correction to a German newspap- 
er, which was not only printed, 
but paid for as well} at that 
time he went to work for an in- 
dustrial concern, and spent his 
spare time writing several 
books, and helping to organize 
the German Rocket Society, For 
some years he was vice-presi- 
dent of that group, and was in- 
timately involved with its ex- 
periments with rocketry. It was 
toward the end of his office 
that Count Werner von Braun be- 
came the youngest (for a time) 
member of the Society, 


With the accession of Hitler 
in 1933, the Nazis seized con- 
trol of the German Rocket Soc-

sympathy with the Nazis, may 
have seen handwriting on the 


wall; at any rate, he succeeded 
in leaving Germany by the use 
of a small ruse, and emigrated 
to the United States in 193] 
Still a student and scientist, 


one of his first acts in this 
country was to go to Jones 
Beach to see a live horseshoe 


crab in its native setting. 

At first he lived a precar- 
ious existence writing, lectur- 
ing, and translating. Gradually 
he became established, contrib- 
uting not only to ASTOUNDING 
(see the March, 1937 issue) and 
other SF magazines, but to such 
general circulation magazines 
as ESQUIRE, CORONET, NATURAL 
HISTORY, and others, What may 
not be so well known is tbat he 
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contributed a small number of 
science fiction stories to ASF 
and other magazines under the 
name of "Robert Willey." 
Bele Lu. M^ "Lak VE SE tia 
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ican book was published: THE 
LUNGFISH AND THE UNICORN,a com- 
pilation of monster-lore, 
Willy's second love from the 
left after rockets, This was 
followed by THE DAYS OF CREA- 
TION (1941). These works were 
closely followed by BOMBS AND 
BOMBING (1941) and SHELLS AND 
SHOOTING (194,2), both published 
by Modern Age, 


During the war Willy was un- 
der consideration for an ord- 
nance officer's commission in 
the U. Se Army; until it occur- 
red to them that as an enemy 
allen he wasn't eligible. He 
had filed his application for 
citizenship some time before, 
but its grant was delayed until 
about 1913, After the war he 
returned to New York City and 
free-lancing. Viklng Press 
brought out enlarged versions 
of former books as ROCKETS 
MISSILES, AND SPACE TRAVEL, an 
THE LUNGFISH, THE DODO, AND THE 
UNICORN. His most successful 
book has been his collaboration 
with the artist Chesley Bonest- 
ell, THE CONQUEST OF SPACE, in 
199. | Since then he has also 
published DRAGONS IN AMBER, and 
in collaboration with L.Sprague 
de Camp, LANDS BEYOND. All were 
published by Viking except the 
last, which was brought out by 





Rinehart. 


Willy's other activities 
include a technical advisorship 
on the TV science fiction prog- 
rem "Space Cadet" and the sci- 
ence editorship of GALAXY SCI- 
ENCE FICTION. He also has a ra- 
dio show, "Looking into Space." 
Recently he was a contributor 
to the COLLIER'!S and hard- 
cover publication, ACROSS THE 
SPACE FRONTIER,

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CONVENTION NOTE 


By James A. Williams 

From all indications more 
first-time visitors will attend 
the llth World Science Fiction 
Convention than any previous 
convention. Many letters being 
received state in essense "thia 
will be my first SF Con and I'm 
looking forward to it." This 


can, I beleive, be attributed 
to some extent to the overall 
growth of SF. I'm sure also 


that the fine job done in Chi- 
cago in '52 and its enthusias- 
tic writeeupa contributed no 
little to this new interest. 
Another and very important fac- 
tor is the support and help of 
the pro maps and above all the 
fan mag editors and Just plain 
fans who write letters plugging 
"Philly in '53," 


Which brings me to a point 
that is not too often made nor 
too well understood. Let me go 
back quite a few years. At its 
inception all fandom, as we 
know it today, was on a Nation- 
al basis. There were the “In- 
ternational Scientific Associa- 
tion," "Sclenceers," "The Scie- 
nce Fiction League," to name 
only the three pioneer groups. 
These functioned for a while, 
though under great handicaps of 
time and space. All "meetings" 
were by courtesy of the Postal 
Service. Members were of all 
ages and personalities; some 
were ambitious and capable and 
others not. There could be no 
real solidarity or united plan- 
ning, for it was (and is} vir- 
tually impossible to carry out 
& club plan when that club is 
widely scattered and can't sit 
down together and really talk 
things over. 


Gradually, as these National 


groups began to die on the vine 
individual groups in Los Angele 
es, Philadelphia, Queens, New- 
ark, and elsewhere began to 
hold informal meetings. They 
were kindred spirits and knew 
1t through meeting each other. 
Out of these beginnings fan 
clubs came into being, and as 
is the way of nature, began to 
mature and finally evolved into 
the efficient and nationally 
known groups that many now are, 

Today the well-organized club 
like the PSFS (I use my own 
club as an example because it's 
the one I know best) combine 
the social features of the Elks 
picnic with the learning of the 
classroom. We have our own re- 
gular club room, maintain a li- 
brary of books and magazines, 
hold regular meetings, conduct 
club business, collect dues, 
and hold open floor discussions 
on every conceivable subject 
that could enterest a group of 
approximately forty persons of 
both sexes, 

This group includes several 
well-known authors, a physics 
PhD, a graduate chemist, an ad- 
vertising man, a public school 
teacher, two college instruct- 
ors in English, a bookseller, 
and two partners of a SF pub- 
lishing house. I should men- 
tion also a professional photo- 
grapher, a master mechanic, an 
associate editor of a national 
slick magazine, two serious 
artists, and just plain read- 
ers. We all are bound together 
by our real enjoyment of imag- 
inative literature. 

After our open sessions, our 
featured speaker of the evening 
takes over. At our last Janua- 
ry meeting a professor, who 
lectures on Semantics at Temple 
University, presented an hour 
short well integrated introduc- 
tion to the subject. Often the 
members furnish the talent, and 
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we have much to draw upon. 


I describe in some detail 
these things because I want to 
point out what seems to me to 
be the real reason for a yearly 
national convention. It is on 
& larger scale a club meeting. 
À meeting scheduled annually of 
a national organization. It 
holds its discussions, conducts 
its business, listens to its 
speakers, and has its special 
moments. It is no different in 
form, only in size and length 
of meeting, than your own club. 
Moreover, it furnishes the only 
opportunity for the unattached 
fan to enjoy and become a part 
of such proceedings. Other ben- 
efits are obvious -- such as 
learning to know your fellow 
fans from everywhere, and, of 
course, meeting many of your 
favorite authors, artists, and 
ed itors. 

Capable and earnest young men 
and women created the fanmag 
phenoma, Some of these were ex- 
cellent and did much for all 
fans; others were crude, bomb- 
astic, egotistical, or what was 


worse, tried to "preach a gos- 
pel." There were feuds, petty 
quarrels, violent personality 


clashes; but also there was the 
other side of the picture. Se- 
rious, intelligent, and well- 
balanced mags began to find 
themselves solidly established. 
They grew and prospered. 


Earlier I spoke of national 
groups which were, in the main, 
unsuccessful. Several pen clubs 
exist and serve a very useful 
purpose -- The Fan-Vets,  NFFF, 
Armed Services SF, and for all 
I know, many others. However, 
nothing takes the place of per- 
sonal meetings and discussion. 
So I say this is your annual 
meeting. We welcome your help 
and support and thank you for 
the fine cooperation already 
manifested. 


But this note is not to sell 
the convention; it is to thank 
the many outside of our local 
group who by their interest 
consider this also their cone 
vention. It most certainly is! 
It is the llth Annual Meeting 
of the National Fan Club.
